The group learn­ 
ed from Kelton that although 
money has been appropriated in 
the county for the building of 
San Juan dam in Carbon canyon, 
construction has been held up, 
pending the building of the San 
Diego dam, which has priority. 
No suitable site has yet been 
found for the San Diego dam. 
It was suggested by Col. Kel­ 
ton that construction of the dam 
in Carbon canyon may be rush­ 
ed ahead if Anaheim can get a 
share of the $150,000 appropria­ 
tion made by the President for 
aiding 
national 
defense 
pro­ 
grams. 
The Carbon canyon wa­ 
ter interferes with the naval 
Los Alamitos, mak ing the San 
Juan dam an “essential” in na­ 
tional defense, Morgan explain­ 
ed.

Col. Kelton further suggested 
that the group tak e the m atter 
up with its congressmen in get­ 
ting action on flood relief.

Supervisor James Bak er ex­ 
plained that the board had not 
authorized the building of set­ 
tling basins in Carbon canyon be­ 
cause of the amount of silt and 
debris that would be washed in­ 
to them because of no dam.

As the hour of the bout ap ­ 
p roached there was no one, with 
the excep tion of Simon and his 
manager, Jimmy Johnston, who 
conceded big Abe a chance. Simon 
stuck to his conviction th at he 
never had been hu rt by a blow 
and did not believe Louis could do 
it, either.

When they get the u nion in 
fu ll control then if a member ex presses in a 
meeting any disapprov al of the acts of the u nion 
bosses, he is likely to be beaten u p on his way 
home. If this is not done, he is simply fined 
and su spended, as Mr. Hertzoerg was treated. 
It is time the people really come to u nderstand 
what modem labor leaders do to their members 
and to the consu mers. None of these u nion men 
will tell by what impersonal, eternal ru le they 
arriv e at what wages shou ld be. The only law 
they know is the law of force and intimidation. 
They are gu ided by the same ru les as Hitler and 
Stalin. And, y et, they claim to be beneficial to 
the working man. 
When working men cannot learn by asking 
qu estions and when they can hav e their du es and 
assessments and fines arbitrarily increased and 
they dare not ev en inqu ire who gets the money 
or how it is spent or how the workers are selected 
for the jobs, when a hiring hall is in operation, 
then the workers become almost the chattels of 
those who hav e control of labor u nions.

Complaint of Anaheim residents against flood 
damage from Carbon Cany on storm water calls 
attention to ev en more than the threat to that 
city ’s welfare, important as that certainly is. 
Flood waters pou ring down ou t of Carbon can 
y on may not stop at Anaheim. 
They may spread 
ou t ov er a broad region bey ond, the whole west­ 
ern section of Orange cou nty . 
In doing that, the flood threat blacks ou t one 
of the most fertile fields of potential national 
defense in Sou thern California. 
Thu s, in cu t­ 
ting its appropriations for flood control this y ear, 
for the benefit of national defense, the gov ern­ 
ment has, in this area at least, defeated the v ery 
pu rpose it sou ght to serv e. 
By bu ilding fewer dams it was planned to, 
make more gu ns and shells and warplanes. 
Bu t 
by bu ilding one dam in Carbon cany on, the gov ­ 
ernment cou ld protect an area ideal for many de­ 
fense plants and air bases. 
The fu tu re of western Orange cou nty u ndou bt­ 
edly rests on indu strial or residential dev elop­ 
ment rather than agricu ltu re. 
It holds within 
itself all the fav orable factors for indu strial ex ­ 
pansion and, like Santa Ana, it is conv enient to 
indu strial centers already established and there­ 
fore in preferred position for hou sing dev elop­ 
ment. 
Howev er, a flood sweeping down ou t of Carbon 
cany on cou ld inu ndate its factories, air fields 
and homes. 
The dams in Santa Ana and Brea cany ons 
hav e blocked the foe and silenced his batteries in 
those areas. 
Carbon cany on now’ holds the only 
gu n pointing at western Orange cou nty . If Uncle 
Sam wou ld protect this key defense site, he shou ld 
silence that last gu n.

They ’v e read abou t a su b-con­ 
tracting program for the smaller 
firms. 
So they come 
to 
town 
loaded with blu e-prints and in­ 
v entories of machine tools. 
The v isitors wait patiently in 
Defense offices to ask the same 
qu estion: “When do we get con­ 
tracts or su b-contracts?” 
Then 
they go home empty -handed, cu ss­ 
ing the “bu reau crats ru nning the 
defense program.” 
What they don’t know is that 
the issu e of su b-contracting is 
being fou ght ov er daily , and with 
inci easing bitterness, at the inner 
conference tables of the Office of 
Produ ction 
Management. 
T h e 
qu estion is whether OPM shou ld 
crack down on the big primary 
contractors and force them to 
farm ou t their piled-u p orders. 
The 
powerfu l 
b i g 
indu stry 
cliqu e say s “No”. It argu es that 
forced su b-contracting wou ld be 
costly and u nreliable. 
Bob Me- 
hornay , a liberal small bu siness 
man in charge of su b-contracting, 
hotly denies this and is battling to 
ov er-ru le them. 
He wants au thority to decide 
whether ov erloaded big contrac­ 
tors shou ld get

chine tools throu gh the Priorities 
Board. He wants to be consu lted 
on giv ing the big fellows ex ten­ 
sions of time to complete their 
ov erdu e orders, also to requ ire 
them to make periodic progress 
reports.

VILLE, N. C., March 21.—This is 
going to hu rt me more than y ou , 
becau se I hav e to stu dy it ou t 
and write it, whereas y ou don’t 
ev en hav e to read it. It is a sort 
of lesson on the composition of 
the new American army , which is 
v ery u nlike the World W ar mod­ 
el. An easy topic, say s y ou , bu t 
y ou wait. 
Of cou rse, we know the war 
department is the boss of the 
whole institu tion, with the sec­ 
retary of war representing the 
stockholders and with General 
George Marshall, the 
chief 
of 
staff, serv ing as the su perintend­ 
ent of the plant. 
Then there are the large corps 
areas into which the whole cou n­ 
try is div ided, and 
I 
mention 
them only to get them ou t of the 
way , becau se for the pu rpose of 
the lesson, they are a nu isartce. 
The corps area, in its relation to 
the training and fighting army , 
can be compared with a hotel. It 
is an administrativ e and hou se­ 
keeping organization, and the 
armies which are concerned with 
the fighting can be mov ed from 
one corps area to another as a 
ball clu b on the 
road 
mov es 
from one hotel to another, leav ­ 
ing their lau ndry to be sent on, 
y ou might say , and not hav ing to 
pick u p after them. 
In the 
combat 
department 
there are fou r field armies now 
making, and a field army can be 
composed of as many as three 
army corps, which, in tu rn, are 
composed of three or more di­ 
v isions each. 
The commanders 
of the field armies are Generals 
Hu gh Dru m at Gov ernors Island, 
New York; Ben Lear at Mem­ 
phis, Herbert Brees at San An­ 
tonio and John L. DeWitt at San 
Francisco. 
It wou ld seem ad­ 
v isable to read u p on these men, 
only one of whom, Hu gh Dru m, 
is fairly well known, and he only 
by name, becau se the nex t gen­ 
eration may be pu tting u p monu ­ 
ments to one or more or all of 
them or wishing they had nev er 
been heard of. 
I said the army corps—and, for 
the last time, now, don’t get the 
army corps mix ed u p with the 
corps areas—are 
composed 
of 
three or more div isions each, bu t, 
like some beau tifu l, stately hy mn 
in the v andal hands of a hopped- 
u p swing band, this plan is su b­ 
ject to v ariations which throw 
it ou t of sy mmetry . Some of the 
corps hav e only two div isions, 
one has fou r, and General Lear’s 
field army has only one organ­ 
ized corps and has two additional 
div isions of infantry , one of horse 


cav alry and an armored div ision 
scattered ov er the central part 
of the cou ntry . The armored di­ 
v ision, which is ex panding into a 
corps of its own, will be a sep­ 
arate ou tfit u nder General Adna 
Chaffee, the best man we hav e in 
this line of work, su bject to the 
direct orders of the high com- v 
mand in Washington.

WASHINGTON, March 20.—A 
row ov e r whether the United 
States shou ld su pport a second 
trans-oceanic airline to Eu rope has 
been fou ght for a cou ple of fast 
rou nds lately , and it shou ld be of 
interest to show how some things 
get done in y ou r nation’s capital. 
This particu lar row may nev er 
reach the floor of either hou se of 
Congress for open debate, bu t it 
is ty pical of the way some of the 
more important issu es get battled 
ov er in committee. 
This airline battle began when 
the Hou se of Representativ es Ap­ 
propriations committee 
t u r n e d 
down a requ est for a mere million 
and a qu arter dollars to set u p a 
ru mp, one plane, twice-a-month 
American Ex port Airlines serv ice 
to Eu rope in competition with the 
ex isting Pan American Airlines 
which pioneered the rou te, now 
ru ns a three-times-a-week sched­ 
u led serv ice, and is ready to go to 
daily serv ice when it gets three 
planes this su mmer. 
Pan American Spent Millions 
Before Start 
To get the backgrou nd, y ou 
mu st know first that American 
Ex port Airlines is a su bsidiary of 
American Ex port Lines, a ship 
ping company which, operating u n 
der the U. S. Maritime commis­ 
sion, ru ns steamship serv ice be­ 
tween American and 
Mediterra­ 
nean ports, and arou nd Africa to 
India. The Mediterranean now be­ 
ing closed, the line operates to 
Lisbon, Portu gal. Ex port Lines’ S. 
E. C. registration certificate shows 
the company was formed back in 
1936 on a capital stru ctu re of 
$600, all that was necessary to bu y 
v oting control of the old Ex port 
Lines. With that as a starter, and 
with gov ernment su bsidies and pri­ 
v ate loans, American Ex port Lines 
ran its profits u p to where they 
reached $5 million in the first 
nine months of last y ear. 
Some time ago the company 
became ambitiou s to start airline 
operations to Eu rope. The Mari­ 
time commission, howev er, ru led 
steamship line profits cou ld not be 
u sed for airline ex pansion and 
fu rthermore asked the company 
to deposit its su rplu s with the 
gov ernment, to be drawn on only 
for fu tu re emergencies, su ch as 
ship losses. 
With this ru ling in effect, the 
steamship company had to ask the 
gov ernment for su bsidy or gov ­ 
ernment loan to finance its airline 
program. To start this, American 
Ex port Airlines got a certificate 
of conv enience and necessity from 
Civ il Aeronau tics board, au thoriz­ 
ing it to begin serv ice of one rou nd 
trip ev ery two weeks. This cer­ 
tificate was signed by the Presi­ 
dent last Ju ly , and American Ex ­ 
port Airline« thereu pon applied to 


the gov ernment for a su bsidy of 
$1,229 ,000 to set it u p in bu siness 
for a y ear, ru nning its one plane— 
a two-motored su rv ey ship capable 
of carry ing mail and ex press, bu t 
no passengers. Su pported by tha 
su bsidy , howev er, 
the company 
proposed to sell stock and there­ 
with order more planes, enabling 
it to enter into fu ll competition f 
with Pan American Airlines. 
Pan American, for its part, sank 
some $6,000,000 of priv ate capital jp 
into its trans-oceanlc operationa 
j 
before its first commercial flight * 
to Eu rope. This represented equ ip­ 
ment, training of personnel, se­ 
cu ring rights and bu ilding bases. 
Serv ice to Eu rope began three 
months before the war, and 
Pan 
i 
American has since become the 
nu mber one fast rou te to Eu rope 
for mail carry ing all the post of­ 
fice department has loaded on. 
Pan American does receiv e su b­ 
sidy in the form of pay ment fo r 
carry ing the mail, and it has of­ 
fered to prov ide the three ex tra 
flights to Eu rope, giv ing daily ser­ 
v ice, at an additional cost 
o f 
$1,529 ,000 a y ear, or only $300,000 
more than American Ex port Air­ 
lines has requ ested for one trip 
H 
ev ery two weeks. 
Ex port Lines Get Most of Shipping 
Confronted by these facts, the 
Hou se Appropriations committee 
tu rned down the American Ex port 
Airlines requ est with the com­ 
ment: “The committee cannot di­ 
v ide the present mail pay on this 
rou te . . . and make a su ccessfu l 
operation for 
either company .” 
Fu rthermore: “Air carriers, oper­ 
ated by foreign cou ntries are ei­ 
ther gov ernment owned or heav ily 
su bsidized. . . . After the resto­ 
ration of peace . . . ou r problem 
as a nation will not be the prob­ 
lem of try ing to get competition 
between ou r own companies, bu t 
try ing to keep a competent Amer­ 
ican concern going in foreign ter­ 
ritory . . . ” 
That decision obv iou sly was not « 
to the liking of American Ex port. 
The issu e au tomatically going to f 
the Senate Appropriations com­ 
mittee, pressu re was pu t on to 
hav e the item restored to th« 4 
treasu ry -post office appropriation ,v 
bill by Senate action. 
A series of letters went ou t to 
senators, ‘ enclosing clippings of 
newspaper articles presenting 
the 
case f r om American Ex port’« 
point of v iew. 
John A. Slater, v ice president 
of Ex port Airlines, asked the Sen­ 
ate su bcommittee to restore the 
appropriation in the interest« of 
free competition. 
Ju an Trippe, president o f Pan 
American, admitting his company 
had a monopoly of air trav el, con-
